Dr.Webber Thrown Viclently from 
His Horse. | 

The Virginia Chronicle of the 
25th instant says: Dr. Webber 
was seriously injured yesterday 
through being thrown from the 
back of a horse. While passing 
the vicinity of the Choliar hoisting 
works the whistle blew for noon. 
The sound frightened the animal 


- which the Doctor was riding and it 
shied suddenly, throwing him to 
the ground, his right side striking 
on a casting lying by the roadway. 

He wa- taken to bis rooms and 
attended by the entire medical fac- 
ulty of Storey county. It was 
found that he had received several 
severe p wounds and was se- 
riously injured in the region of the 
liver. He issuffering intense pain 
from the Jatter wound, and fears 
are entertained that the vital organ 
was ruptured by the fall. In that 
case his recovery is extremely 
doubtful. 

The animal the Doctor was rid- 
ing isthe same one which threw 
bim from a buggy several months 
ago, the fall breaking several of his 
ribs. The Doctor is a good horse- 
man, and as the animal is usually 
gentle he was not prepared for any 
sudden movement on its part 
throngh fright or hé could bave 
held his seat in the saddle. 


A Big Irrigation Scheme. 

The Inyo Register of April 14th 
says: Parties from Carson and Reno 
have been paying frequent and 
prolonged visits to Inyo of late, and

Its capacity will be 15,000 
inches and its width fifty feet at the 
bottom, and the estimated depth of 
water will be three feet. Twenty 
thousand acres of land have beeu 
located, and the ditch to reach this 
land will be twenty-five miles in 
length—in fact, extending from tbe

Very frequently of late have been 
published articles concerning the 
utter worthlesness of many of this 
Government’s naval vessels. That 
many of them are worse than the 
worst tub-boats of private owner- 
ship than venture upon the bigh 
seas cannot be disputed. A few 
Summers ago one of them, that w's 
presided over by a corps of high- 
prised and pompous officials was, 
while on New York waters, run 
into by a ferry-boat and sunk. 
Another illustration of the worth- 
lees character of the service is 
learned from the following, which 
is extracted fromthe Oakland 
(Cal.) Times of last Friday: 


The reckless undertaking of at- 
tempting to make so perilous » voyage 
as from Mare Island to San Francisco 
in a vessel belonging to the United 
States Navy came very near proving 
disastrous to ali on board. Last Tues- 
day morning the tug-boat Monterey 
sarted from the navy yard for San 
Francisco with a parity of naval offi- 
cers and their families on board. 
When opposite the magazine at the 
lower end of the Island, the steamer 
blew out its cylinder head. Fortu- 
nately no one was injured. The 
steamer Julia chanced to be close by 
and running alongside the passengers 
were transferred and proceed to 
Sav Francisco by rail. The Monterey 
was towed back to Mare Island. 
Nothing more is necessary to prove 
the desperate character of our naval 
officers than the above recital of facts 
but that they should have allowed 
their families to engage in such a des- 
perate venture as to attempt such a 
trip in a Government vessel merits the 
condemnation of the community. In 
future they will travel by rail, not- 
withstanding the passage of the Inter- 
State Commerce bill, for the risk of 
attempting such perilous trips in our 
naval vessels 1s too great, and no 
ladies or children sho_ id be allowed 
on board hereafter.

While war with Canada is occa- 
sionally talked of, it is interesting 
to enquire into her condition. She 
bas a population of five million, we 
learn, and a debt of $290,000,000 
with assets claimed to amount to 
$12,000,000 but returning no inter- 
est. With twelve times the popu- 
lation of Canada, the United States 
carries not much more than six 
times its debt. The average rate of 
interest on the Canadian debt is 5} 
per cent. on bonds that were sold 
ata discount of from 5 to 12 per 
cent. This makes the interest bur- 
den equivalent to abeut 5} per cent., 
or nearly double that now paid by 
the United States. The Finance 
Minister will propose to Parliament 
a new loan of $50,000,000, of which 
$30,000,000 will be devoted to pay- 
ing off a portion of the present 
debt, but.under the most favorable 
conditions the iuterest burden 
alone will still be about $1,500,000. 
The United States can safely back 
its pocket-book against Canada’s, 
and as it is money that talks ip 
war we can shout ‘Hands off’ in 
stentorian tones. 


The Washington correspondent 
of the St. Louis Republican reiter- 
ates what- he receutly wrete that 
paper coneerning the President’s 
determination to not allow his 
name to go before the Democratic 
National Convention for a renomi- 
nation in 1888. The correspundent 
says that Dorsheimer, of New York, 
induced Cleveland to withold the 
publication of his letter of declina- 
tion, which had been already pre- 
pared, 


There are but two ways to end 
the labor troubles in the United 
States.

A LEASED RAILWAY 


Mackinaw Straits Filled With 
Ice. 


FIRE AND LOSS OF LIFE 


Unveiling Ceremonies of the Cal- 
houn Monument. 


[PRESS PISPATOHES TO THE GAZETTE] 
Cleveland's Indian Policy. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 26, 

A special from Minneapolis says: 
» Your correspondent has just returned 
from Winnebago and Crow Creek res- 
ervations, accompanied by Sheriff 
Harris. ‘The greatest excitement 
exists. Indians, covered with war 
paint and armed with Wiachesters, 
were met on the road, mounted, and 
following the troops, The news that 
the soldiers would drive the settlers 


from the land is known in every In- 
dian tepee, and the chant of the 
squaws and braves is hearJ all night 
long. A company, reinforced by a 
mob of Indians, this morning pro- 
ceeded to carry out the instructions, 
Sheriff Harris says there are over 300 
actual farmers still residing on these 
lands. Many bave plowed over 50 
acres and put in seed,all of which 
will be destroyed. The number of 
settlers that came under the Cleveland 
ousting proclamation was over 800. 
Half-breed Gilliam, a scout, fears 
trouble with the Sioux, and reports 
them quietly leaving the Big Sioux 
reservation. Sheriff Harris returns 
to-day and will guard bis property. 
Prerre, Dak., April 25. 

Deputy Marshai Harris justarrived 
from the Winnebago Reservation, 
says Company E camped twelve miles 
from Big Bend last night, and was to 
evictthe setilers to-day. The troops 
are followed by bands of Indians, in- 
cludiug a number from the Big Sioux 
Reservation, who are holding all- 
night pow-wows and practicing war 
dances. News came at7 o’clock that 
the Big Bend settlers held a meeting 
to-day and resolved to go quietly 
away when the soldiers came, but to 
return as soon as the soldiers start 
back to Fort Sully. A.special from 
Agent Anderson to Wasbington re- 
ports the settlers moving away quietly. 
Much apprehension is felt that the In- 
dians, who are bold and reckless, may 
destroy the settlers’ property. 

The eviction of the settlers from Big 
Bend hes commenced and a number 
have already moved. The settlers are 
given three days’ noticeto go, and if 
still on the ground at the expiration of 
that time, the military takes charge. 
A poor widow named Ryan, who had 
her allinvested, was ordered off, but 
having no means, the soldiers loaded 
her furniturg@into a wagon, placed the 
old lady on Me top, and carted her to 
the nearest station. The soldiers will 
remain three weeks on the Crow 
Creek reservation, and the Govern- 
meut will fence @ greater part of the 
land, 


A Long Lease 
New York, April 26. 
The Tribune of to-day says: “The 
lease of the Oregon Railway and Nav- 
igation Company property tothe Un- 
ion Pacific Railway Compagy through 
the medium of the Oregon Short Line 


Railway which is controlled by the 
Union racific, was signed yesterday. 
The terms of the lease were agreed to 
in November but many obstacles pre- 
vented the accomplishment of the 
scheme. The last one to he overcome 
was the hesitacion of President Adams 
ofthe Union Pacific Company, in.re- 
gard to a positive guarantee of the pro- 
visions ofthe lease by his company. 
The basis of the agreement is interest 
on the bonds, and dividends of six 
per cent. on the stock for 99 years. 
Un account of legal hindrances the 
lease is made to the Oregon Short Line 
mrs age € but the Union Pacific guar- 
autees the prompt and full perform- 
ance of all the couditions of tha cove- 
nant. It is understood that T. J. Pot- 
ter, Vice-President of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Railroad has 
cecepted the general management of 
the combined lines, with the rank of 
First Vice-President, at the earnest 
solicitation of the Oregon Company. 
His acceptance was on the sole condi- 
tion thatthe lease should be accom- 

lished, The Presidency of the St. 

aul road has been offered to Mr. Pot- 
ter, since the death .of Mr. Mitchell, 
but the signing of the lease yesterday 
prevents his 2cceptance.”’ 


Expense of a Trial Saved. 
Boston, April 26. 
Dr. J.T. Grant, the noted bigamist, 
.died at Cambridge jail this morning 
after an illness of several days. He 
was awaiting trial for robbing and de- 
serting a Cambridge lady immediately 
after marriage. Other charges of a sim- 
ilar pature were accumulating against 
him rapidly. 
Charge of Venue Denied. 
Curcaa@o, April 26. 
Judge Taley this morning over- 
ruled a motion fora change of venue 
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in a four story building, the upper 
stories of which were occupied by a 
number of roomers. The flames were 


discovered about one o’clock by 
Willis, who immediately alarmed the 
inmates. The flames spread — 
and before the engines arrived, had 

ined great headway. The firemen 
foomediatel y rap ladders tothe various 
stories of the buildings, while the po- 
licemen broke in the doors to 
rescue the inmates, of 
whom fell aod had to 
dra out. Wm. Eberman, and a 
Greek named Hoggitzrum, jumped 
from the windows before help could 
reach them. The Greek was caught 
by a man on the sidewalk, which pre- 
sumably saved his life, although his 
skull was fractured. After the fire 
was got under control, the bodies of 
Sophie Boles and Fred Shipletz were 
found in bed, dead; suffocated by 
smoke. It is feared that Eberman and 
Hoggitzrum will not recover. The 
fire is supposed to have been caused 
by the explosion of natural gas. The 
loss which was nominal, is covered 
by insurance.

CHARLESTON,S. C., January 26. 
Calhoun day broké bright and beau- 
tiful, and at/an early hour a great 
throng begun to gather along the line of 
march of the grand military and civic 
procession which preceded the unveil- 


ing ceremonies. Nearly all the chief 
men of the State and many prominent 
visitors from abroad, are hereto do 
honor to the memory of South Caro- 
lina’s distinguished son. ‘The pro- 
cession marched through the main 
streets of the city. to March square, 
where the monument is erected. 
Upon the arrival of the procession in 
the square the chief marshal of the 
day called the vast assemblage to or. 
der, and the Mayor, who presided, 
asked Rev. Chas. Coleworth Pinckney 
to make the opening prayer. 

The following was the order of ex- 
ercises observed: The unveiling of 
the monument by 32 voung ladies; an 
artillery salute of 19 guns; ode by 
Miss Chesbersigh; oration by 
Hon. L. Q. C. Lamar; ode by Mrs. 
Margaret J. Preston. The rush to 
hear Secretary Lamar was immense, 
and the great square was black with 
people during his speech.

A Harrisburg (Pa.) special says: 
Last Christmas, Della Corbett, Jennie 
Quay and Ella Kautzman, formerly 
pupils in the Soldiers’ Orphan School, 
met Jobn Ackley, who was intoxi- 
cated, and persuaded him to give them 
a sleigh ride. The girls, neither of 
whom is twenty-one years old, be- 
came intoxicated and abused the 
driver in the most beastly manner. 
They finally beat bim over the head 
as he clung to the sleigh, and left bim 
to die in a stranger’s house. The case 
came up for trial Saturday, when the 
attorney for the girls spoke touch- 
ingly of their neglected training, and 
to the astonishment of everybody, the 
District Attorney announced that the 
Commonwealth would abandon the 
case, and the girls were acquitted, 
The murdered man was friendless, 


The Militia Called Out.

A Kich Ore Strike in Lander 
County. 

The Austin Reveille of the 22: 
instantsays: For some time past 
work has been pushed ahead rap- 
idly on the 120 foot level io the 
mine at Ophir Canyon, but the 
ground became 80 wet, as it was di- 
rectly under the ravine, and the 
formation being dangerous, being 
soft and likely to cave, that work 
was stopped there and the men 
started op the next level below fur- 
ther to the south. An upraise was 
started from this level for the same 


body of ore which was uncovered a 
few days since provinga rich strike. 
The ore in the ledge is five feet 
thick and assays from $200 to $1,000 
per ton. Where they struck the 
ledge is about 200 feet inside of 
where they were formerly working 
and bad to stop, so that they have 
200 feet on the ledge whico they 
kuow is very rich and 120 feet of 
stope. About 20 years ago the same 
ledge made a big excitement and 
yield-da handsome profit to the 
company then owning the mines, 
but it pinched out and the drift was 
abandoned, The ledge is improv- 
ing as they extend it further in, 
and .,ith 200 feet of a ledge of five 
feet in thickness between where 
they struck the ledge by the upraise 
and the other end of the drift, and 
ibe unexplored ground to the south 
on this same ledge make a very 
flattering prospect for the company 
aud a barbinger of prosperous 
times.
